Feb. 1 .—A solution of 
the h>ng-»tandlng mystery of the 
kidnaping and slaying of Charles 
Augustus Lindbergh Jr. was sought 
to-day through questioning of 
Verne Hankey, forty-two, one-time 
Canadian railroader and ranrtnnan 
who allegedly turned lo the

Sankey, described by authorities aa 
America’s Public Enemy No. 1." was 
seised late yesterday afternoon by fed¬ 
eral agents and city detectives In a 
barber shop here, on Information fur¬ 
nished by an anonymous source, and 
confessed. Melvin H. PurvU of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation said, 
that he had participated in two kid¬ 
naping*—that of Haskell Bohn of Bt. 
Paul. Minn., and Charles Boettcher 1L 
the Denver capitalist.

As the dispatch from Dublin reminds us. the 
economic strife between the United Kingdom and the 
Irish Free Stgfe broke out in 1932, soon after the 
accession of the De Valera government—professedly 
republican—.which decided to withhold from the Bank 
of England principal and interest payments due on 
a loan which had enabled Irish tenants to purchase 
freehold of land. 

Mr. de Valera took the stand that annunity pay¬ 
ments were not due the Bank of England and decided 
to place them in a suspension fund. The government 
of the United Kingdom retaliated by placing heavy 
duties on Free State product*—increasing them after¬ 
ward—which enabled it to collect revenue by which 
it hoped to meet the loss suffered through the non¬ 
payment of the annuities. 

-As a counter-measure, the Free State imposed 
numerous duties on imports from the United Kingdom. 
Efforts to settle the annuities dispute failed. Both 
countries have suffered a serious loss of business; but 
Britain naturally was better able to stand the loss 
than th e Free St ate. Economic sanity eventually 
may prevaiT Tn tbe T"ree State governmenT 
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BENATOK DANDURANDS APPEAL 

Although it may not have the desired effect, 
the appeal which Senator Raoul Dandurand made 
in the Canadian Senate yesterday to the United States 
to tout the I atatia of Nations will ha titan hu Preai. 
dent Roosevelt and the American people as a friendly 
gesture from one who for seven yeafs was one of this 
Dominion* representatives on the League and presi¬ 
dent of the Assembly in 1923. 

After the election of President Roosevelt and 
before he was inaugurated. Senator Dand^sand told 
tha Senate, he had laid before him the situation at 
Geneva. "I was received by him with great cordi¬ 
ality.” the Senator said. ”1 advised him that the 
League was often handicapped and at times helpless 
because of the absence of the United States from its 
councils and that, since the war, Europe has been 
floundering because of the lack of leadership which 
the United States alone could furnish.” 

In concluding his discussion of our neighbor’s 
position regarding the League of Nations. Senator 
a Dandurand remarked: “Another war in Europe will 
cause the United States a rude and cruel awakening. 
I believe that the world is now too small to make it 
possible for any country, be it the United States or 
not. to adopt a position of splendid isolation." 

The unfortunate feature about this business as 
far as the United State* is concerned is that while 
the neighboring republic and Canada thoroughly un¬ 
derstand one another, neither requiring any "ring of 
steel" to mark the boundary line or to provide that 
"security" of which the world has heard so much m 
recent years, the situation in Europe does not appear 
sufficiently alluring for the United States to induce 
it to do as Senator Dandurand and millions of other 
people would like it to do. 

There is a substantial body of public opinion in 
the United States, of course, which would favor the 
republic's membership in the League of Nations. It 
is safe to predict, moreover, that were our neighbor 
to join, Russia, with her 165,000,000 people, would 
also apply for membership, and Germany and Japan, 
representing another 135,000,000 people, would want 
to be reinstated. Meanwhile, the world is armed to 
the teeth, and spending more money on armaments 
than it did before "the war to end war.” 


PRESIDENT HUNGERFORD OP THE G.N. 


The appointment of Mr. S. G. Hungerford as 
president of the Canadian National Railways will 
afford marked satisfaction to not only, the 75,000 
employees of this great transportation system, but also 
to the Canadian people who are its immediate share¬ 
holders. Since the death of Sir Henry Thornton, 
Mr. Hungerford has been acting as vice-president of 
the Canadian National and In that capacity has given 
an admirable account of himself. He has proven 
himself to be a sagacious, far-sighted executive, with 
a thorough appreciation of hit responsibilities as the 
chief administrator of a great trust for the Canadian 
people. He enjoys particularly the esteem and confi¬ 
dence of the employees of the far-ranging system over 
which he has presided, and there are present, there¬ 
fore. in hit orbit all the essentials of a successful 
career in his new post. 

Mr. Hungerford is a railroad man through and 
through. For more than forty years he has been 
connected with this form of transportation in Canada, 
and there is scarcely a department with which he is 
not intimately familiar. He began at a machinist’s 
apprentice with the South Eastern and Canadian Pa¬ 
cific, and worked hit way upward through the various 
mechanical services, first with the C.P.R. and then 
wjth the Canadian Northern, and subsequently with 
the Canadian Nationalin the operation and construc¬ 
tion branches of which he eventually filled important 
posts.

QUAINT BELIEFS 

It gives us Canadians a pleasant feeling of supe¬ 
riority to learn that the people of Nepal, that mys¬ 
terious Himalayan kingdom north of India, believe 
that the recent Indian earthquake was caused by the 
flight of three British aviators over Mount Everest 
last spring. The gods of this mountain, according to 
the people of Nepal, are jealous of their peak's isola¬ 
tion, and get angry when men try to climb it 

When the British airplane went tailing over the 
summit, the gods decided things had gone far enough; 
so they jarred India with an earthquake that took 
15,000 lives. This quaint tale is believed devoutly 
by the superstitious and unlettered people of ‘ the 
Himalayas, and it all sounds very childish to us. 

Yet we have our own troubles in straightening 
out matters of cause and effect, especially where great 
national disasters are concerned, and m some ways we 
do not seem to be much better at it than the skin-clad 
tribesmen of Asia. We had our own earthquake four 
years ago in the form of a depression, and it jarred 
us badly. We are still feeling the effects of it 
We have blamed many things for our economic 
earthquake; but it suggests that we are, to some ex¬ 
tent, at the mercy of certain forces which are not 
generally understood. The Himalayan peasants com¬ 
prehend an earthquake. Perhaps, indeed, we shall 
have to accept the Himalayan explanation. We flew 
over a high mountain and the gods were vexed.

GOVERNMENT GRANTS TO VAN¬ 
COUVER ISLAND SCHOOL 
DISTRICTS 

To the Editor:—In my humble

TRANSIENT UNEMPLOYED 

r 


When you quit a camp or are ejected, it is im¬ 
possible for you to return. At least that la what 
a relief representative told me this morning. I do 
not know what I can do with you. If It were only 
one man I might be able to help personally. 

It is impossible to justify your offtnae. You 
must understand that you can not walk into a 
restaurant and order a meal without paying for it. 

There is one side of this case I consider abso¬ 
lutely unjust. The federal government says that 
It will look after you as long as you conform to 
rules of the camps, but when you are ejected police 
Immediately load you into busses and unload you on 
the city of Vancouvar. This la an absolute Injustice 
to the city. 


When he was speaking at the luncheon of the 
Municipal Officers’ Association* Hon. A. Wells 
Cray, Minister of Lands in the provincial government, 
alluded to the difficulties forced on Victoria and 
Vancouver by the arrival in these cities of transient 
unemployed from other provinces. 

’’The burden which these two cities in particular 
are forced to assume at the present time is an unfair 
one,” the Minister said, ’’and it is time something 
was done about jt by the federal government. Men 
coming in from other provinces are taken to camps 
operated'under the supervision of the Department of 
National Defence, and after having been supplied 
with clothes, many of them desert and make a bee-line 
for Vancouver, which city is then forced to provide 
for them. Out of 1,400 single transients registered 
there now, over 1,200 of them come from other parts 
of Canada.” 

To the foregoing observations by Mr. Gray may 
be added those of Magistrate J. A. Findlay of Van¬ 
couver, who had to pass judgment on nineteen unem¬ 
ployed, men who had gone mto a restaurant, ordered 
meals, and refused to pay for them. To the con¬ 
victed men he said: 


The men in question were ejected from Fraser 
Valley relief camps and were brought to Vancouver 
and turned loose to obtain a living as best they could. 
If the government at OtUwa had tackled the prob¬ 
lem of unemployment, as the leader and members of 
the party in office had promised to tackle, unemploy¬ 
ment conditions in British Columbia coast cities would 
not be half as serious as they are at present.

Well, the newspapers evidently 
haven't been called upon to report 
any such evidences and X* am not 
aware of any conspiracy of allenoe to 
keep these things dark. I can only 
conclude that the great wave which 
my friend sees la a brain wave of hie 
own: This is regrettable In the ex¬ 
treme. I have frequently regretted It 
here before, but without avail. 1 have 
lost a number of friends by asserting 
that there was leas national feeling 
and more sectional feeling In Canada 
than In any country of similar Impor¬ 
tance in the world. 

Also, It Is the only important nation 
that hasn’t got together and tried to 
do Something about the depression 
But don't let my friend despair. Per¬ 
haps be has aensed something which so 
far has escaped the newspapers. Per¬ 
haps we are about to wake up. 


TRANSIENT UNEMPLOYED

After the election of President Roosevelt and 
before he was inaugurated. Senator Dandurand told 
the Senate, he had laid before him the situation at 
Geneva. "I was received by him with great cordi¬ 
ality," the Senator said. a 'I advised him that the 
League was often handicapped and at times helpless 
because of the absence of the United States from its 
councils and that, since the war, Europe has been 
floit^dering because of the lack of leadership which 
the United States alone could furnish." 
f 1 In concluding his discussion of pur neighbor's 
position regarding the League of Nations. Senator 
Dandurand remarked: "Another war in Europe will 
cause the United States a rude and cruel awakening. 
I believe that the world is now too small to make it 
possible for any country, be it the United States or 
not, to adopt a position of splendid isolation." 

The unfortunate feature about this business as 
far as the United States is concerned is that while 
the neighboring republic and Canada thoroughly un¬ 
derstand one another, neither requiring any "ring of 
steel" to mark the boundary line or to provide that 
"security" of which the world has heard so much m 
recent years, the situation in Europe does not appear 
sufficiently alluring for the United States to induce 
it to do as Sena toe Dandurand and millions of other 
people would like it to do. 

There is a substantial body of public opinion m 
the United States, of course, which would favor the 
republic’s membership in the League of Nations. It 
is safe to predict, moreover, that were our neighbor 
to join, Russia, with her 165.000.000 people, would 
also apply for membership, and Germany and Japan, 
representing another 135,000,000 people, would want 
lo be reinstated. Meanwhile, the world is armed to 
the teeth, and spending more money on armaments 
than it did before "the war to end war."

When he was speaking at the luncheon of the 
Municipal Officers* Association, Hon. A^ Wells 
Gray, Minister of Lands in the provincial government, 
alluded to the difficulties forced on Victoria and 
Vancouver by the arrival in these cities of transient 
unemployed from other provinces. 

"The burden which these two cities in particular 
are forced to assume at the present time is an unfair 
one," the Minister said, "and it is time something 
was done about it by the federal government Men 
coming in from other provinces are taken to camps 
operated under the supervision of the Department of 
National Defence, and after having been supplied 
with clothes, many of them desert and make a bee-line 
for Vancouver, which city is then forced to provide 
for them. Out of 1.400 single transients registered 
there now, over 1,200 of them come from other parts 
of Canada.** 

To the foregoing observations by Mr. Gray may 
be added those of Magistrate J. A. Findlay of Van¬ 
couver. who had to pass judgment on nineteen unem¬ 
ployed, men who had gone mto a restaurant, ordered 
meals, and refused to pay for them. To the con¬ 
victed men he said: 

When you quit a camp or are ejected, it la im¬ 
possible for you to return. At least that is what 
a relief representative told me this morning- I do 
not know what l can do with you. If it were only^ 
one man I might be able to help personally. 

It Is impossible to Justify your offense. You 
must understand that you can not walk into a 
restaurant and order a meal without paying for it. 

There is one side of this case I consider abso¬ 
lutely unjust. The federal government says that 
it will look after you as long as you conform to 
rules of the camps, but when you are ejected police 
immediately load you Into busses and unload you on 
the city of Vancouver. This is an absolute Injustice 
to the city. 

The men in question were ejected from Fraser 
Valley relief camps and were brought lo Vancouver 
and turned loose to obtain a living as best they could. 
If the government at .Ottawa had tackled the prob¬ 
lem of unemployment, as the leader and members of 
the party in office had promised to tackle, unemploy¬ 
ment conditions in British Columbia coast cities would 
not be half as serious as they are at present.

It gives us Canadians a pleasant feeling of supe¬ 
riority to leant that the people of Nepal, that mys¬ 
terious Himalayan kingdom north of India, believe 
that the recent Indian earthquake was caused by the 
flight of three British aviators over Mount Everest 
last spring. The gods of this mount*in, according to 
the people of Nepal, are jealous of their peak's isola¬ 
tion, and get angry when men try to climb it 

When the British airplane went sailing over the 
summit, the gods decided things had gone far enough: 
so they jarred India with an earthquake that took 
15,000 lives. This quaint tale is believed devoutly 
by the superstitious and unlettered people of ‘ the 
Himalayas, and it all sounds very childish to us. 

Yet we have our own troubles in straightening 
out matters of cause and effect, especially where great 
national disasters are concerned, and m some ways we 
do not seem to be much better at k than the skin-dad 
tribesmen of Asia. We had our own earthquake four 
years ago in the form of a depression, and it jarred 
us badly. We are still feeling the effects of it. 

We have blamed many things for our economic 
earthquake; but it suggests that we are. to some ex¬ 
tent. at the mercy of certain forces which are not 
generally understood. The Himalayan peasants com¬ 
prehend an earthquake. Perhaps, indeed, we shall 
have to accept the Himalayan explanation. We flew 
over a high mountain and the gods were vexed.

It 
Is not often that Victorians have 
an opportunity to hear a concert 
of thl* nature. The programme, 
so Informal, and at the tame time, 
so ambitious. wa* delightful and 
was extremely well handled under 
the able guidance of Frederic King. 
The singers showed that they had 
been training regularly and faithfully 
during the last year. To the highly 
trained musician there were technical 
flaws, no doubt, but to the average 
music lover the programme was a de¬ 
light from start to finish. The attack 
was good, the tone in nearly every 
number was perfectly balanced The 
tenors were a little weak in one or 
two numbers^ but on the whole they 
beautifully balanced the floe baas 
voices in the choir. 

. There was a rresh spontaneity about 
the programme.

Twenty-six Per Cent in De¬ 
cember Marriages 

Either mow couples found them¬ 
selves in a position to take the leap or 
else December Is becoming more popu¬ 
lar as the month for weddings in 
British Columbia. I 

Figure* supplied by the vital statis¬ 
tics branch of the Provincial Health 
Department show that marriages tak¬ 
ing place In British Columbia last De¬ 
cember increased by eighty-two, or 
more than twenty-six per cent over 
December. 1932. The totals were 310 
and 392. respectively. 

At the same time births dropped by 
eight per cent from 762 to 699. and 
deaths declined nine per cent from 
531 to 470 

In Victoria there were fifty-two 
birth*, forty deaths and twenty-slx 
marriages. 

Males outnumbered females 357 to 
342 in births, and 287 te 183 In death*. 

Cancer • accounted for fifty-seven 
deaths, tuberculosis for thirty-one. and 
motor accidents for seven, of whom 
six were men. 

Thirty infants under one year of age 
succumbed.
